Tranflation of a letter from Don Joan pe Lancara to bis Excellency 

Don Anore Recio, Lieutenant-genéral of the Navy, and Commander 

of the Cadiz Department, 

S1IR,. Gibraltar, Fan. 21. 

Biss bad .weather which my flect has endured from the time of its 

entering the ocean oh the fecond of this month, the thick fogs 
which prevented’ me froin taking the latitude, and the violent fouth- 
weft winds ‘hot. permitting me to reconnoitre the land, I was obliged 
to.dire&. my courfe according to the beft calculation I was able to form, 
which placed mein the latitude of Cadiz, and Cape St Marie on the 
N,N. E. quarter, till the 16th, between one and two in the afternoon, 
when. I gave ‘a fignal to.tack, and tun fo the S. E. 

During this manceuvre, the weather having’ cleared up a little, they 
petetived, from the top-matts ‘of my. hip, whith-foruied the van-guard, 
20 fails, N. N. W. ‘I did not alter my ftation, but gave the fignal for 
fogming.the line, and prepating for action, This line was formed by 
my nine,veffels, le Phoenix, le. St Auguitin, le St Eugene, le St Domi- 
niqde, lé St Laurent, Ja Princefla, le Diligent, Je Monarque, and le St 

ens “¥ placed to the leeward of. us'onr frigates, M-Sante Rofulie, 
ati SanteCecile, togeihtr with the four prizes had mdd@s- We re- 
taitied on the main-top maitsto make obfervations on the ftrength of 
the thips which went upon the fame tack with us, and to take fich meas 
fires as prudence thould direét. At two o'clock we began to diftin- 
gnith from below 20 Sarge Tails, and 60 fmall dito. We judged them, 
from their fignals, to be entmics, Lut were not able to difvover their 

















force. While they remained/at the diftance of thrée leagues from us, 
we copnted 22 fhips of the line, of two and three decks, and feveral 
frigates, which were divided in two columns, the one ‘rifihibg north- 
ward, and the other feeming to intend doubling upon our Mine, and thete- 
by cutting off our retreat. 

The fuperiotity of the enemy determined me to take advantage of 
the weather, to enquire of the commanders, by fignal, if they did not 
think it advifeable to gain the firlt port, and their opinians being un- 
animous for it. I gave orders for makiag the firlt port in the order of 
retreat, by a forecd fail, 

At three o'clock I bore eaftward to engage the enemy to run into the 
Bay of Cadiz, if they perfifted to chace us; but they always came up 
with us by a forced fail, and the Edgar, the belt filer of them, ap- 
proached Le St Dominique, Which haviog loft her main-yard in a hard 
gale of wind, on the 13th, covild not follow us; the Edgar fecured her 
fiug, Le St Dominique did the fame, with an intention of defending it, 
and at half after four the Englith gave a broadfide, which oor veffel re- 
turned from the larboard fide ; the fire of the latter was {well direét- 
ed that the Edgar was obliged to retire, arid Le St Dominique made up 
to us, when fhe was encloted by two of the“enemy’s ‘thips, and put be~ 
tween two fires, but neverthelefs the eentiaued firinz, both on the ftar-- 
board and‘larboard; with the atrtoft fpirit, particularly with . Ket gins 
6f retreat. We were in admiration of the gallant defence fie made, and 
the bravery of the Captain, the officers, and the crew, when, after a 
thick fmoke, this unfortunate veffel difappeared. 1 prefme the mutt 
have blown up, by the firing of her proper gins of tetreat. Such was 
the tragic end of the valiant Spaniards who were on hoatd, whofe noble 
defence merited a better fate. . 

At the fame time, three other flips of the line engaged La Priticefla, 
who defended herfelf alone by a forced fail, and an exceeding brifk 
fire, till La Diligent came to her affitatice. : 

At funfet, the Englith thip the Defence, of 74 guts, 32 on her firft 
deck, and 18 on her fecond, began to attack the Phatnix, which [ com- 
manded, mounting 80 gans, 24 and 18 puaders. The brifknels of our 
fice obliged the enemy to retire, and attack ws*on the larboard fide, 
while we were engaged on the (tarboard with the Lé Bienfaifant of 64 
guns, 24 and 18 pounders. I got within piftdl thet of the Defence, 
which appeared to have fuffered very much, my iitention being to rid 
myfelf of one of my enemies; and I was equallydetermined to {top the 
belt failers among the Englith thips, to give our veflels tim’ te efcape ; 
but I found myfelf immediately attacked by a third veflcl of 90 guns, 
commanded, as they faid, by Admiral Rofs} and who, in one of her 
broadiides, cut off our mizen-matt, the fall of ‘Which, for a féw-mi- 
nutes, interrupted the fire of fome of out larboard guns; but’ we how- 
ever, fvon difengaged ourfelves. At fix o'clock: in the morning, T re- 
ceived a musket ball hear my left ear: LT continued in the ‘fore-cattle 
giving the neceflary orders, and the aétion continued withotit intevrup- 
tien, notwithftanding the enemy’s fuperior force. 

Owing to the high fea, and few batteries we had, we were fo over- 
flowed with water between decks, that wt were obliped-to order feveral 
new fcupper holes to be made to carry it off. At feven o'clock). a fourth 
veflel came upor our poop, and foon after I received’ a Wound in my 
right thigh, and immediately after another in my head, which nade 
me faint away, and they carried me into tlic furgeon's' rooni. A fifth 
thip now came up and fired a broadfide intdé us, which broke off our 
large feuttle maft, which fell dn the deck, together with the yaid and 
the top gallant maft. ” 

The continual fire of the five Englith veffcls, which attitked tis now 
in all quarters at once, along-fide, a-head, and a-ttern, deprived usén- 


our fcuttle and top-gallant-malt falled, ot mi dite gone, 
main-matt injared-in a variety of places, and pierced with grape and o- 
ther fiot, and our hold full of water, having nothing bat ovr fore-fail; 
the matt of which had given way, and the fcuttle and top-gallant niafts, 
neither of which could carry fail,—without hope of mending our fitua- 
tion, ov of receiving any relicf—fach was our condition, whén at’the 
very laft extreniity, about ten in the evening, we ftrack the flag, which 
we had defended fdr the glory of our King and country, again{t facha 
fuperiority of force, as made defence all that conld poflibly be expected, 
and left no doubt as to the iffle of our fate. The €nenties themfelves 
will bear witnefs to the truth of this relativa, 

In the morning, as fooA as their little boat could carry, Mr Macbride, * 
Captain of the Bienfailant, came toe me, and e>aplimedted me niuch, 
He faid, (if I may ute his own cxprefftin) that a defence fo glorious un- 
der fach att inequality of ftrength was more to be envied than their vic- 
tory, and informed me, that when we were in harbdéur, he wotld com- 
municate. fomeé circamftances to me, which’ he hinfelf had ebferved, 
which refle@ted the ‘hhigheft honour upon our ¢onduét, and which have 
etcaped, my obfervation or reeolleétion. He did me the hapeur, contra- 
ry to the general practice, to fuffer our national flag, and that of my 
conimand, to remain in the Phenix, and fuffired the, wholé crew to 
contiriue on board,’ becaufe the fnall*pox was ‘in the Bienfeifant,—The 
fame day being the 18th, the English {quadron and its, comedy paffed 
the Straits ; but asa dead calif was fet into the deewanh of’ Gibraltar, 
they anchored to the eaftwafd of that place. The Phéaix enteted the 
bay on'the rgth, with the two veflels in her compahy;* the Bienfaifant 
and the Defence, and I received in Gibraltar all. the politetiefs poffble, 
from: Admiral Duff who commands there, from the Governor of the 
place, afd from Admiral Digby, the fecond in the marine command ia 
the fquadron of Admiral’ Rodney; who himfelf paid-mé the fame ho- 

nour. 

For the proteétion of my honour, and for the fatisfaétion of my con- 
fcience, I have thought it neceflary to: give your Excellency an account 
of the courage, of the intrepidity, ‘of the coolnefs, and of the perfe- 
veraace which all the officers diftovered during the whole of the action 
sur two marine guards, alf® the three counter Enjfeigne of his Sicilian 
Majefty, and the whole crew of the Phéenix, gave the ftrongeft teftimo- 
nies of the mottsindoubted bravery and Zeal ;—<their ‘wounds could not 
detain them in the Hold ;—they would Rot fay to have theby dreffed, 
but’rufhed again to their pofts upén“déck, eager ‘to‘acquire and partici 
pate in the glories. TF reprefent allthis to your Excellency, that you 
may explain to his. Maje(ty*how much his fabjeéts on board the Phasnix 
wete difpofed for his tervice, and how atdently they wilhed to facrifice’ 
their lives, and every thing, for the glory aud honour of his arms. 

The Englith fleet ‘not having yet artivéd in this port, I cannot give 
your Excellency“an exact or minute account of the conduct of the ether 
veflels in my fquadron, but the general voice of the énemy pronounces 
their defence’to”-have been in the’ {reatelt degree’ gleriotis.” I have the 
honour to be, &e.

The Sceretary at War had no objection to the motion. If any gentic~ 
man could fuggeft a better miode than that ufed at prefent in forming 
eftimates, he was very ready toadopt it. N ging could give him more 
pleafare than that his accounts fhouid be laid before Parliament, and 
itrictly examined: His accompts were, ready 5 but he could not fay, 
that other officers of the Crown, through whafe hands much larger {ums 
pafled than thfough his, could be able to produce theirs at a (hort no- 

tice. By much the finalleit fams for the army pafled through his office: 
"The forces abroad were paid from another office ;.and the diftance from 
home would, perhaps, vender it difficult for the otlicersto make up their

Col Barre was greatly difpleafed, that great pay officers fould with- 
hold their accomipts, when the Secretary at War was ready to deliver 
his to the Houfe. The inconvenience of different pay-officers was great- 
ly felt in France, The ordinary pay of forces theve was in the hands 
of the Migifter forthe war department. The extraordinarics attending 
marehing and changing quarters, were paid at the Comptroller Genc- 
ral's, or Chancellor's of the Exchequer office. If the former thould re- 
quire two or three millions from the latter, and fhould meet with a re- 
fufal, he had only to order all the troops to change quarters; and thus, 
by /foreing the financiers to difourfe the national money, -he could put 
the public to a grievous and unneceffary expence. 

The Secretary-at Wer was furprized, that the Hon. Gentleman did 
not fee the reaton ‘why the other officers could not make up their ac 
cowents as quick as he could thofe of his office..

As 
the expreffions ufed on this,occafion. admitted of no aualift- 
cation, the aoble Peer veplied,: that he fhould be in-Hyde« 
Park ‘the next morning early, sé sue 

Accordingly, at five o’clock, the tivo- parties met; othe 
Right Honourable the Earl’of Shelburne being attcaded by 
Lord Frederick Cavendifh, and Mr Fullerton by the Eark

of Balcarras.. The place of combat’ being chofea, the

The ball is faid 
tb have been luckily tmpeded in its progrefs by fome papers 
the Ear had in his wailtcgat pocket. 

Lal night the Privy-Council were fummoned, faid to be 
upon the affair of honour between Mr Fullerton and Lord 
Shelburne. It is a pity fome mode cannot be faund to ad- 
jult to prevent thele. private quarrels, which fo frequently 
ale thelives of many valuable members of focicty. A 
large fine, or ftigma, fhould mark the delinquent. 

The Earl of Shelburne was this morning able to walk a- 
bout his room, and not in the leat danger from his late re-
